Two things there were, at which the World was 
ſcandaliz'd in our Savior above all others. The 
firſt; that he had told them, That: to obtain Eter- 
nal Life, they muſt eat his Fleſb and drink his Blood, 
which they could not hear without Horror. The 
Second , That he made himſelf the Son of God , 
which they look'd upon as the greateſt of Blaſphe. 
mies. And by whom was hz Hozor vindicatedirn 
both theſe Points, but by St. Peter, in the two 
moſt 1lluſtrious Confeſſions he made of theſe two 
great Myſteries of our Faith : The Firſt , of the 
neceſſity of the #rue and reel eating his Fleſb, and 
drinking his Blood, for the obtaining of Everlaſt- 
ing Life. The Second, Of his being the Tr#e and 
Natural Son of the Living God. | 

That the Confeſſion he made of .the Rea! Mandu- 
cation of the Body of our Lord, Res in time, is 
manifeſtly evinc'd/ from the ſeries of :the As of 
our Savior's Lite, Recorded by . the Evangeliſts. 
For before his coming-into the Coaſts of Ce/ares 
Philipps , where he propos'd the Queſtion to his 
Diſciples, Whom do you ſay that I am? he had fed 
five thouſand 'Men, belides Women and Children,

much better Breed, which came down from Hea- 
ven, and which he would give them, viz. Hi 
own Fleſh, which he mould give for -the Life of the 
World, At this, you know, how not only the 
Fews ſtrove among themſelves , {aying, How con 
this Man give us his fo eat ? but many of his 
own Diſciples allo, were fo ſandalir'd, that they 
withdrew themſelves from his Company , and 
would have no more todo with a Teacher of ſo 4 
furd a Doitris, and Commander of 10 horrible a 
Praftice, And this too, after they had heard him 
ſay , The Fleſh profiterh nothing ; The words that T

Tea Lord, I believe that 
thou art the Chriſt-the Sow of the Living God, and: 
conſequently, -as/ being true God, *eanft by 'thy

not St. Petey-then preſently Honored by our Sa- 
vior with a-Beatus es Simon Barjons, Bleſſed art-+ 
thou Simon the Sox of Jonas?
